Reliable Inlormanta have been tellinE the 
' free nations for years that Russia has a slave 
labor force of 15,000,000 to 20,000,000 people. 

■ But not until now have wc had evidence of 
..the key rolo these worl£e;'a play In the total 

Russian economy. 

Miss Toni Sender of the American Feder- 
ation of Labor has given the United Nations 
photostatic copies of documents Indicating 
that the Soviet secret police. MVD, manages 
slave labor projects basic to Russian plan- 
nlnff. Tho police actually operate the biggest 

■ and cheapest economic agency In the nation. 

Slave workers turn put a terith of oil So- 
viet furniture and kltchcnwaro, an eighth ol 
all timber produced, 40 per cent of the 
chrome, 75 per cent of the gold, 14 per cent 
of all major construction. ' 

They buUd and maintain all paved roads, 
all rati lines through isolated regions (which 
. are plentiful in the Soviet union). They mine 
uranium for atomic use, and build and oper- 
ate all atomic developments. 

In numerous other industries, forced labor 
-accotrnta-for from-lO to-60-per-cent-of-total- 
Sovlet output. 

- - Russia has, of course, acknowledged that 
It haa a "controlled" labor force. But It in- 
sists these workers are "criminals" and de- 

' scribes the places where they live as "cor- 
rective camps." 
Russia must, then, be swarmlnff with mll- 

. iioQB of criminals. For no small force could 

' accomplish what MVD's slaves have done. 
One suspects that their two chief crimes are 
In oppoelns Russian communbt leaders and 
simply being alive.

Britain knows It must soon decide on eco- 
nomic measures for 1B63 when Marshall plan 
aid Is due to end.

At.-lhe.end of the convention the 
CIO executive board wna empowered 
to conduct trials on 10 other Inter- 
national unions. Tho charges against 
these unions were not that they had 
communist membership, communbt 
leaders or anything of that kind. 
The charge waa simply that these 
unions had consistently followed tho 
Communist party line In preference 
to tho approved policies of CIO. 

Tho four unions that have been 
brought to trial and expelled In mld- 
Pebruary are: Mine, Hill and emcl- 
ler Workers. *f.000 memben; Ofllce 
and Professional Workera, 13.000 
members:- PubUc-^orken^iOOO 
memberi: Food. Tobacco and Agri- 
cultural Workers. 33.500. 

Unions still la bo tried are: Amer- 
ican Communlcatlona Workera and 
thi Fur and Leather Workera, whose 
memberahlp Is largely concentrated 
in the New York area but whose 
numbers are not made public; the 
Allied Fishermen with 35.000 wem- 
beis; tho Marine Cooks and Slew-

with 78,000 members, largely con- 
centrated on the west coast: and 
finally tho Furniture Workers with 
44.000 members ecatlered all over the 
country but with blgKesl member- 
ship In New York and the mldwut.
